GAZA. — Six terrorists were shot 
dead in a clash with security 
forces at El-Burej refugee camp 
yesterday morning. None of the 
soldiers were hurt. 

Some of the dead men were high 
on the wanted list. Thirteen ter- 
rorists have been killed in Gaze 
aince Monday. 

The security forces came upon 
the six in a bunker in an orchard. 
They were called upon to surrender, 
but opened fire, and the troops re- 
plied, Arms and grenades were 
found in the bunker. 

On Tuesday night in Jebalya, 
some 200 local people rioted at 
the funeral of six terrorists who 
were shot by security forces Mon- 
day. There was some unrest in 
Jebalya throughout Tuesday, with 
schoolgirls throwing atones at 
police and. army vehicles. Security 
men did not use force and the de- 
monstrators dispersed peacefully, 

Yesterday afternoon two men 
were wounded by troops in Shati 
when they failed to heed an order 
to halt.

‘Israel expects big new 
Egypt arms shipments’ 


. — Israel has advised 
Britain \t expects Hgypt to get big 
new arms deliveries, possibly in- 
cluding up-to-date missiles from the 
Soviet Union early next year, senior 
diplomats said yesterday. 

At the same time, British mili- 
tary sources reported Gen. Vasi- 
ly V. Okunev has been placed in 
charge of the dense Soviet-built 
air defence system in Egypt. The 51- 
year-old Okunev until recently has 
been commander of the Moscow Air 
Defence District. 

These developments emerged as 
Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Eban 
wound up a three-day official visit 
to Britain. 

‘Soviet military strength In Egypt 
already is belleved to exceed 20,000 
men including missile crews and 
air force pilots, according to Brit- 
ish sources, They are -under the 
command of around 60 Soviet gen- 
erals, sources said. And they are in 
control of Egypt's air defence, which 
has been organized by Okunev on 


the lines of a Soviet-type air de- 
fence district.

MOSCOW (UPI). —- Soviet scien- 
tists yesterday indicated their Mars 
probes wil! scoop Martian soil into 
ἃ special growth chamber and ex- 
amine it for “life activities of Mar- 
tians.” 

“Izvestia” published the unidenti- 
fied sctentists' remarks in an article 


‘prepared in connection with the 


flights of Mars 2 and Mars 3. 

Mars 2 went into orbit around 
the red planet ‘Saturday after eject- 
ing a capsule to land on its sur- 
face. Official reports of the mis- 
sion did not say if the capsule 
soft-landed or what ita scientific 
mission may be. (See U.S. reaction, 
page 3.) ‘Mars 8 is still on its way 
to Mars, 

The scientists quoted by “Izvestia” 
did not directly describe the con- 
struction or missigng of Mars 2 
and 3, but they spoke in general 
terms about methods of finding lfe 
on Mars. In the past such gen- 
eralities have been used to elaborate 
on ‘Soviet space project details 
without saying outright what is 
involved, 


MARTIAN SOIL 


“The majority of ideas that have 
been expressed say that a certain 
nutrient medium should ‘be put into 
Martian soil," “Izvestia” quoted a 
scientist as saying. It should be 
taken to the planet’s surface in a 
d@esacending capsule. If there are any 
micro-organisms in the soil, they 
may start to propagate and the 
instruments will register a certain 
dynamic picture of changes.” 

The scientists did not elaborate 
on what sort of culture medium 
would be used, but they said that 
“it cannot be ruled out that they 
(Martians) would not like the eaxth 
food, and that they would not re- 
veal their presence in these expe- 
timents.” 

A better way of determining if 
such, organisms exist on Mars, they 
said, would be to bring to earth a 
sample of Martian soil for analysis 
on earth. “But this task is cer- 
tainly much more complicated.”

Official reports reaching Saigon 
last night said the Cambodians had 
pulled out of the town of Baray 
on Highway 6, about 100 kms.

The Phnom Penh government cal- 
led for more air support from its 
US. and South Vietnamese allies 
to save the iraperiled 20,000 Cam- 
bodian troops isolated in pockets 
along more than 50 kms. of High- 
way 6. 

The South Vietmamese Air Force 
was reportedly planning to send a 
helicopter squadron and gunships 
to support the Cambodians. 

a thrust of the North Viet- 
mamese attacks were’ directed 
against the towns of Baray and 
Kompong Thmar. 

Earlier, Col. So Satto, comman- 
der of Cambodia's tiny air force, 
said, “Baray and Kompong Thmar 
are asking us for intensive air 
support because fighting is so 


heavy. The other side has been 
strengthening with a lot of rein- 
forcements,” 

He said the Cambodians still held 
Baray and Kompong Thmar, but 
official reports reaching Saigon 
later said they had retreated from 
Baray and were pulling back from 
Kompong Thmar. 


SAIGON PUSH 

Meanwhile, 57,000 South Vietna- 
mese troops backed by heavy U.S. 
air support pushed ahead with three 
dry-season offensives but met only 
light resistance. 

One of the drives, along Highway 
7 in eastern Cambodia, had one 
objective of ‘relieving pressure on 
Cambodian forces along Highway 
6. The 25,000-man South Vietna- 
mese force is on the eastern side 
of the Mekong River, the Cambo- 
dians on the western side. 


Penh indicated that the 10-day Sai- 
gon operation had not succeeded in 
easing’ the plight of the Cambodian 
forces. 


Soldier in Ulster killed 
on way to visit fianéee 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland (UPI). 
— Army sources sald yesterday 
they believe an Irish Republican 
Army execution squad shot and 
killed a Britlsh soldier as he was 
en route to visit his fiancee in the 
Irish Republic. 

‘Detectives and British Army spe- 
cial investigation branch officers yes- 
terday identified as Pvt, Robert 
Benner, 25, the body of a man 
found two days ago beside a road 
at Teer, ‘Crossmaglen, about 30 
kms, southwest of Belfast. 

Army sources said Mr. Benner 
was engaged to marry Lucy Con- 
nolly, a 27-year-old telephone switch- 
board operator in the town of Dun- 
dalk in the Republic, and they be- 
eve he was on his way to visit 
her when he was shot and killed. 

Army sources seid, and Dundalk 
residents confirmed, that the Ben- 
ner family lived in Dundalk and 
was well-known there before the 
family moved to Britain two years 
ago. 

Benner’s father, contacted in Bri- 
tain by telephone by Belfast re- 
porters, said his son had received 
several warnings about his associa- 
tion with Miss Connolly. He said the 
warnings were contained in anonym- 
ous letters and telephone calls, he 
was convinced had been mailed and 
made by the LR.A. 

Four brothers of the dead soldler 
also served in the British Army, 
Dundalk residents said. 

Detective and special investiga- 
tions branch officials said Pvt. Ben- 
ner had been shot through the head 
at close range and apparently was 
the fourth British soldier killed 
deliberately while off duty this 
year, 

In Belfast, a gunman fired and 
nicked the arm of a 15-year-old boy 
who was walking in the Roman Ca- 


tholic New Lodge Road area of 
the city while wearing a green 
jacket which Army officials said was 
similar in colour to those worn by 
British troops. 

The boy was hospitalized, an 
Army spokesman said. 

Also, a terrorist bomb wrecked a 
glazier's warehouse in downtown 
Belfast and several passersby were 
reported injured. Armed men plant- 
ed a bomb in mid-morning. One 
man was reported abot during the 
incident. 

Meanwhile, Irish Premier Jack 
Lynch Tuesday night appealed for 
a Christmas truce ‘between the 
British Army and guerrillas in 
Northern Ireland. But bis plea was 
rejected within minutes by the mifi- 
tan: provisional wing of the TR.A. 


French aide

They identtfied him as Jacques 
Blaret, 26, and said he was jailed 
a month ago to await trial. They 
said he had confessed to dealings 
with Czech secret service agents 
last September and October when 
he was still at his post in Prague. 

Officials said Mr. Blaret was 
blackmailed by Czéch agents after 
he was photographed in compromis- 
ing situations with a young Prague 
nurse.

PURITY IS HALLMARK OF 
τ DEAD SEA PERICLASE’

T= series of mishaps at Arad 
Chemicals has caused many 
people to question the entire prog- 
ramme of developing a cluster of 
ancillary industries around the 
Dead Sea Works. This scepticism 
fa, ‘however, not based on ade- 
quate foundations. 
fm any event, one part of the 
programme — handled by Dead 
Sea Periclase Ltd. — is proceeding 
according to schedule. Production 1s 
expected to start early in 1978, 
with annual turnover planned to 
amount to $6m.-$7m., virtually all 
of it for export with a very high 
value added content, 
Periclase ts the technical name 
of pure, sintered magnesium oxide, 
the main use of which is as a ma~ 
terial for production of refractory 
bricks — bricks withstanding the 
high temperatures generated in steel 
furnaces. Conventional furnaces are 
ned with chamotte bricks, which 
contain besides alumina and MgO 
also traces of chlorides, sulphates 
and ferro-oxides, and are therefore 
Hable to be corroded in the intense 
heat developed in modern steel in- 
dustry. Furnaces based on the use 
of oxygen injection require a lin- 
ing that is more resistent to heat 
and corrosion, and to that end pe- 
riclase can ‘be best relied upon. 
A precondition for this, however, 
js that the material is pure. The 
Dead Sea abounds in magnesium 
even more than in potassium, 
though in its chloride” form:-In or- 
der to obtain tne oxide, the brine 
residue from potash production 
gaust therefore undergo chemical 
treatment. 
For the production of qua- 
lity periclase a method used 
which allows the reduction of the 
impurities to 2 per cent. For spe- 
¢lal purposes in which periclase is 
also used (e.g. in the chemical, rub- 
ber, and ceramic industries) the 
“contamination” can be reduced to 
one half of one per cent, It is this 
high purity of the product obtained 
at the Dead Sea — amply tested 
in the pilot plant put up there 10 
years ago — which makes the Is- 
raeHl periclase in a class by itself. 
, The magnesium oxide is obtained 
from the chloride brime_ re- 
leased by the Dead Sea Works, 
and undergoes several additional 
production stages — washing, cal- 
cination, briqueting, and sintering. 
The plant now under construction 
is ‘intended ‘to produce 55,000 tons 
a year (including 3,000 to 4,000 tons 
of special grades) and will require 
an investment of up to $20m., of 
which about one third is the share-

REACHES ABU RODEIS

ABU RODEIS. — The Witkon Com- 
mission of Inquiry arrived here 
yesterday morning to examine the 
Netivel Neft oilfields from close to 
hand, and possibly to meet and 
interview workers employed at the 
field, 

The Commission, Justice Alfred 
Witkon, Aluf (Res,) Meir Zorea 
and Mr, Avraham Kalir, were met 
at the airport by the oil company’s 
general manager, Mr, Mordechai 
Friedman, whose activities as head 
of the company have been the sub- 
ject of the commission’s inquiries 
‘over the past two weeks. The Com- 
mission, accompanied by Dr. David 
Neev, the Development Ministry 
geologist whose original complaint 
led to the inquiry, set cut on a 100- 
km. tour of the fields, supplied 
with Mr. Friedman's running com- 
mentary. 

‘Netivel Neft became operational 
three days after the Six Day War 
— on June 14, 1967. The fields, 
defore the war, had been run jointly 
by the Egyptians and a foreign in- 
vestor, and, according to Mr. Fried- 
man, most of the original equip- 
ment was preserved. 

Mr. Friedman made repeated 
comparisons between what the 
Egyptians were producing then, 
and what Israel is producing now. 
By changing basic pumping sys- 
tems production had increased four- 


fold to nearly six million tons per 
year, he said, and the company’s 
estimated turnover this year is ex- 
pected to be in the region of 
1L.260m. 

He explained that Netivel Neft 
was a non-profit company, with all 
earnings being handed over to the 
Ministry of Finance, minus running 
expenses. He said that the fields 
had an estimated 120m. tons of oil, 
but that production was directly 
dependent on the ability to trans- 
port the oil from here to Eilat, and 
then north via the Hilat-Ashkelon 
pipeline. There are no facilities for 
fong-term storage, with four stor- 
age tanks having been destroyed 
— together with 180,000 tons of 
oil—when a burning plane crashed 
into them on June 7, 1967. 

The commission, which arrivedin 
two light alrcraft, end included Mr. 
Friedman’s attorneys, and Dr. 
Neev's appointed counsel, Mr. Ram 
Caspl, will continue their inspection 
tour today, when the company’s 
stores and books are expected to be 
examined, (In his complaint Dr. 
Neev had alleged malpractices in 
the management.) 

The Commission visited an oil 
rig some 10 kilometres out at sea, 
shuttled in four relays by Netivei 
Neft's helicopter, and the compa- 
ny’s port, which is at present load- 
ing 8,500 tons of oil per hour, on 
50,000-ton tankers. Mr. Friedman

Diplomat Hotel wins court 
fight, retains top grade

The Diplomat Hotel in Jerusalem 
hes won its battle to retain its five- 
star status, the highest grading of 
hotels in Israel At the end of a court 
battle with the Ministry of Tourism 
which started in June, an Appeals 
Committee yesterday handed down 
a decision which permits the hotel to 
continue to charge its guests top 
rates. 

Following numerous complaints by 
guests early this year, the Ministry 
of Tourism decided in June to reduce 
the grade of the hotel to four-star 
category. The complaints stemmed 
mainly from the fact that the hotel 
was still under construction and did 


not provide the amenities of a top-. 


class establishment. 

In his decision, the chairman of 
the Appeals Committee, Judge Ye- 
huda Cohen, states that the Ministry 
move in ordering the hotel grade 
lowered was completely justified. 
“There is no doubt that the condi- 
tion of the hotel at the time of the 
decision, and the level of service pro- 
vided to the guests would not meet 
the requirements of a hotel of a 
higher grade than four stars, even 
ff we take into account its special 
position of a hotel under construc- 
tion,” he states. 

However, despite this fact, the 
Judge stated that as the aim of the 
Ministry's move was to see the hotel 
completed and messuring up to its 
grade he had upheld the appeal of 
Mr. Haim Schiff, the hotel owner, to 
suspend the Ministry decision in 
order to give him a chance to com- 
plete the work. In the opinion of the 
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Judge his move has been justified 
by the progress made in the inter- 
vening period, and today there is no 
justification for lowering the grade 
of the Diplomat Hotel. 

The Judge based his decision on 
the fact thet despite the admitted 
“discomfort and suffering of the ho- 
tel guests earlier in the year,” it is 
his duty to make his decision only 
on the basis of the condition of the 
hotel today. 

Costs were not awarded, and each 
side was ordered to pay its own 
share of the expenses of the court 
proceedings.
